New York, May 18.—A splendid fleet 
of sailing yachts swept across a start­ 
ing line a t Sandy Hook lightship at 
12:15 p. rn., and the queenly American 
schooler Atlantic leading the way head­ 
ed out to the broad Atlantic ocean on a 
record race of 3,000 miles to the Eng­ 
lish coast for a $5,000 cup offered by 
Emperor William of Germany. 
When 
last seen as they vanished into the 
mist they were strung out in a line of 
six miles long, heading southeastward 
and pointing as nearly as possible to a 
wind that was dead ahead. 
A quar­ 
ter of a mile astern of the Atlantic 
w as the ninety-foot American yawl 
Alisa (built on the Clyde), which was 
having a hot brush with the German 
schooner Hamburg, while all three of 
the leaders were slowly dropping the 
Philadelphia schooner Hildegarde.
